he relationship between worship and 
m sic has always been close and vital. 
Music is so definite a part of worship 
th t all who work in almost any phase 
of vorship must also be concerned about 
its music. 

Vebster adequately defines worship 
1s ‘honor paid to God”. There are iwo 
wa’s in which one may worship, sub- 
jectively (internally) and objectively 
(eternally). For external worship to 
he «ffective it must also be internal; the 
former alone would be for show, it 
would be hypocrisy. On the other hand. 
internal worship is difficult to attain 
and easy to lose, it is intangible and ab- 
strict. Therefore, external forms are 
of help in stimulating, intensifying and 
stabilizing the internal forms. It is this 
quality of the externals that is of value. 
For example, the external act of bowing 
the head and closing the eves helps to 
make it easier to pray, an internal act of 
worship. 

One of the purposes of church music 
is to stimulate, intensify, and stabilize 
the spirit and act of worship on the part 
of the worshiper, so music is then one of 
the external forms of worship. Music 
can also be an internal act of worship; 
through the singing of hymns an indivi- 
dual in the congregation can utter him- 
self, in company with others. in the Di- 
vine Presence, and thus achieve a corpo- 
rate worship which might be difficult 
to attain without the cohesive influence 
of music. Worship then becomes a con- 
certed expression unified through the 
power of music. This kind of expres- 
sion is true corporate worship, and mu- 
sic used as an integral part is worship 
music, 


it would be better to have no music 
at all than to have it be inappropriate 
or badly performed. Good church mu- 
sic is an act of worship or an aid to the 
act of worship and should not be used 
in any other way or for any other pur- 
pose. “Worship music should be such 
that it influences a general atmosphere 
oi reverence, and through the power of 
sound knits together those worshiping 
oa feeling of unity. It should afford 
means by which the worshippers may 
come aware of their relationship with, 
d find utterance in the divine presence 


0 God.”

and sacred song enter into and help 
mould the minds (and wills) of those 
who sing and those who hear. The 
process may or may not be conscious 
but it nevertheless does more than a 
little in defining our ideas of God. In 
a great majority of cases, and for a great 
majority of us, the God of which we 
sing is the God whom we worship. This 
makes our worship music most impor- 
tant, therefore the same judgment and 
care must be exercised in its selection 
and performance as is used in any other 
church utterance. 


The music of worship must be of a 
quality worthy of the place where it is 
to be heard. It is presumed thet we go 
to church to purge from our thoughts. 
minds, and hearts all the worldly things 
with which they are crowed. There is 
absolutely no defense for the use of 
cheap. trivial. or tawdry music in the 
church. 


Some anthems, solos, and hymns, 
even though generally accepted, are lit- 
tle more than rhythmic expressions of 
doubtful doctrines in the realm of Chris- 
tian truth. Then there is that church 
music of shallow sentiment having no 
depth of sincerity mere jingles hav- 
ing no relationship to the great doctrines 
and truth of the gospel of Christ. 


Unfortunately these racy and tuneful 
songs have displaced many of the great 
hymns. They represent the sentimenta: 
songs that in the secular field are typical 
of the music hall, the radio, and the 
juke box. They appeal to those who 
lack the power to appreciate richer and 
finer things. A music ministry that re- 
tails sentimentality and tawdriness be- 
cause it is presumed that the people want 
that stuff serves no good purpose. 


Most of us would not tolerate a 
preacher who used the “language of the 
street” with which to clothe his ideas 
in the pulpit, but we often unquestion- 
ingly accept hymns and other church 
music which is expressed in the “musical 
language of the street”. The ultimate 
test of church music (or a hymn) is not 
its capacity to satisfy a congregation, or 
even its effectiveness as music, but ra- 
ther its faithfulness in expressing the 
worship experience; the test is in the im- 
pression it makes. This impression 
must be both positive and lasting. As 
Joseph Clokey . so aptly puts it. “The 
purpose of worship is to elevate, not 
degrade. The quality of the music 
used should be above, rather than below 
the cultural level of the congregation.

If the music be over your head, the best 
plan is to raise your head.” 

Good worship music does not attract 
attention to itself, it makes it easier for 
one to worship. Like good movie music 
it should be in the backgrcund to sup- 
port the various moods and emotions 
which constitute the flow of the ser- 
vice. Great concert music will generally 
be poor worship music. Good worship 
music should avoid secular styles. de- 
vices, and manners. Any music which 
is reminiscent of the secular, worldly, 
popular, in style or manner of perform- 
ance. should be avoided in worship, 
This immediately makes unfit fcr wor- 
ship any music performed in a manner 
calculated to entertain. Many popular 
arrangements of hymns with humming 
effects, counter-melodies in a high voice 
range, dramatic flourishes or fanfares, 
or rotter effects which are being cur- 
rently heard on the radio. nd which are 
frankly designed to entertain. certainly 
are not conductive to w Ther 
eall attention to the music. not the 
Infinite. 

The operatic style. the “hearts and 
flowers” type. the jazzed. be-bopned. 
folk music stvles all have their 
rightful place in secular music. but they 
certainly do not have a place in the 
worshin of Almighty God.

Music for worship should be simple 
and straightforward, it should above all 
be dignified and noble in character and 
in performance. There is a great beau- 
ty in simplicity. Worship music should 
create spacious thoughts, and noble de- 
s‘res and aspirations. “Anyone perform- 
ing music in church must meke of his 
performance an act of devotion” Clok- 
ey). 


The first requisite for ell vocal music 
is that it should be a fitting way of 
expressing the words used, and it is in 
church music that the words matter 
most. The choice of what is suitable 
as we deal with music as music is always 
difficult, and the choice is doubly hard 
because of personal associations. These 
associations are often so potent and far- 
reaching as to crystalize around any 
music, good or bad. As a result, music 
which is inherently poor, small-minded, 
or even cheap, and therefore unfit for 
the worship of God, often becomes in- 
vested with a dignity which is not fit- 
ting. Made sacred by association, this 
music is often passed on to future gen- 
erations which have no such asociation 
with the result that the worship of the 
Almighty is cheapened. Many hymns 
are used for what they recall rather 
than for what they are. 

We have then, an unquestioned duty 
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to be constantly on the alert to dis ory 
between the musically fitting and hat 
which is not.

Let us point out 
im: ediately that professionalism in it- 
seli is no guarantee 
of quality; amateur- 
ism is no excuse for 
inferiority cauced by 
neglect, indifference 
or pretention. Let us 
state, too. that there 
are professional mu- 
sicians whose knowl- 
edge and capabili- 
ties are far from be- 
ing first-class, and

there are amateurs who are as fine in- 
strumentalists as they are fine musicians. 


ine prosessional makes music to earn 
his living, often without any special tal- 
ent or real love for his profession. Many 
go intv tae profession just to make mon- 
ey and, as they do not learn any other 
trade, they simply continue to make mu- 
sic even though their interest may have 
vanished. Happily there are exceptions. 


The amateur makes music because, as 
the term “amor-amare” implies, he loves 
it When one loves something, it nat- 
urally follows that he should have a 
never-ending desire for perfection. So 
logically, and within certain limits, ama- 
tour mus c, being as it must be a product 
of love, should be superior to that made 
by professionals. 


Unfortunately, just as one may find 
the professional without real interest in 
his profession, one may also meet the 
‘iais?” amateur. He does not play for 
love of music, but simply to satisfy 
us vanity and pretentiousness too 
viien only to wear a certain cap or uni- 
fom. This type of musician is usually 
found where the number of members of 

band or orchestra. rather than the 
quality of their performance. is the 
p'ime consideration.

ing hours if a professional band or or- 
chestra is to reach a top position and to 
maintain it. 
With the amateur group, the lack of 
available time is one of the greatest ob- 
stacles. The amateur may take up mu- 
sic only outside his working hours. Thus 
the time he is able to spend on practic- 
ing, alone or in groups, is limited. 
The conductor of an amateur organi- 
zation must be conscientious in: 
a) Recognizing the rarity of the 
“true” amateur musician; and 

b) Deciding on the number of candi- 
dates to whom he must give the 
chance of proving whether or not 
they are “true” amateurs. 


An amateur organization must be re- 
stricted as to numerical strength, instru- 
mentation, and repertoire. Only by the 
imposition of these restrictions may a 
group of amateurs hope for a maximum 
of satisfaction for themselves and for 
their supporters. “Bluff” may produce 
a kind of success for a while. impressing 
certain unsuspecting or ignorant people. 
It may consist of presenting an organi- 
zation of great numerical strength, many 
members of which may be instrument 
carriers rather than instrument players: 
of wearing flashy uniforms: or of mak- 
ing up pompous programs and statine 
that this or that number has been plaved 
by some famous-name band — “Sousa,” 
“Goldman.” “Band of America,” 
de Republicaine,” etc.

The best and most conscientious con- 
ductor is helpless if surrounded by pre- 
tentiousness and ignorance. He mutt 
start by persuading the group of musi- 
cians. and its supporters. that only with 
self-imposed restrictions may thev hope 
for success. Highest quality hy the 
simplest means is the only justification 
for creating and maintaining a group of 
emateur musicians.

Finally, when | 
overcame this timidity to some extent 
and began playing accompaniments for 
singers and instrumentalists my heart 
would beat too fast, and | still suffered 
to some extent then, but after some ex- 
perience I got so it worried me not at 
all. I don’t believe many girls endure 
this torture which seems to be the com- 
mon lot of boys. 


Boys are afraid of being called sissies 
if they desert baseball, basketball, fish- 
ing, and other manly activities for mu- 
sic, and of all music (except singing, 
perhaps) playing the piano to them 
seems the most sissy. The ignorance 
and stupidity of many grown people are 
responsible for much of this feeling. 
Papa wants his son to be a he-man, and, 
having this negative feeling about music, 
he transmits it to the boy. Maybe he 
doesn’t do it intentionally, but in spite 
of his honest efforts to be fair his manly 
subconscious takes over and the infection 
occurs insidiousilv. Casual remarks 
ehout “Longhairs” and “I don’t see any 
sense to that Bach stuff” play a large 
nart in turning boys away from piano 


study.

All boys are interested in muscle. We 
can point out to them that playing the 
piano is like an athletic contest with the 
player competing against himself or 
others, as the case may be. Playing 
scales is similar to running races, with 
problems of skill and finesse involved 
which make it a much more challenging 
business than activity on the cinder 
track. Men who play piano profession- 
ally develop arm, back, shoulder and 
chest muscles that ought to interest any 
boy. Furthermore, men who last a life- 
time as pianists have to live the clean 
and honest life of a great athlete. Moriz 
Rosenthal, famous Liszt pupil who died 
a year or two ago, was said to be a re- 
markable physical specimen even at 
eighty vears of age. Jose Iturbi is well- 
known for his amateur boxing and for 
being an airplane pilot. Paderewski is 
reputed to have had great strength in 
his prime. Many pianists do not have 
bulgy muscles of the traditional black- 
smith type, but instead are lean, tough, 
and wiry with great powers of endur- 
ance. Rachmaninoff, Brailowsky. Horo- 
witz, and Stefan Bardas are men of this 
type. 


To push down an average piano key 
requires from two to four ounces of 
pressure. Push down two or three 
chords and you have expended several 
pounds of work. A piece of several 
pages in length requires an unbelievable 
amount of weight, and to play a Beetho- 
ven Sonata demands a tremendous phys- 
ical e,fort. Not only muscle is neces- 
sary, but also a nice sense of balance. 
marvelous co-ordination and rhythmic 
deep breathing. All these physical re- 
quirements can be played up in such a 
way that the cautious young boy is at- 
tracted to piano playing as a rare sport. 
for aside from its intellectual and musi- 
cal values playing the piano is fun 
physical fun, and weak-fingered sissies 
who languish over the keyboard really 
do not belong. It is a red-blooded busi- 
ness. 

Of course, if the physical part of pi- 
ano-playing was the main thing, there 
are other games to play which would do 
just as well. However. to be manly doe 
does not just mean to be a brute with 
brawn and no brains. In playing the 
piano a man has the opportunity to turn 
his brawn to some spiritual account. 
The mind must govern every motion of
